The evils of which the eal of 
Nevada complain are net so much in 
big rates as in discriminations. The 
railroad companies have not only 

charged high prices for transportation, 

but there is abundant evidence that 
they have charged persens in one town 
more than other persons shipping the 
game kind of freight toand from the 
same places, and certain stations have 
to pay mere than other stations fur- 
ther apart. This it was hoped the 
present legislature would find means 
to correct and it is generally believed 
that the Williams bill is the coming 
measure. It specifies first that it shall 
be unlawful for any railrcad to charge 
or receive from any one a groater or 
less rate of freight than is charged to 
or received from any other persons for 
like and contemperaneous services. 
Second, that it shall be unlawful to 
allew any rebate or elippisg back to 
one shipper by voucher or otherwise, 
any part of the charges he may have 
paid, to give him advantages over ary 
other shipper. Third, that it shall be 
unlawful to break carloads or for dif- 
ferent companies to pool the earnings 
ef business for which they would 
naturally compete. Fourth, that it 
shalt be unlawful to charge or receive 
any greater compensation per car-load 
of similar property for a shorter than 
for a longer distance in one continuous 
carriage. Other sections provide for 
posting schedules of rates where they 
will be accessible to the public and 
other details. The penalty attaching 
to every violation of the law is a fine 
of two thousand dellars. The bill 
ought to pass the senate as handsomely 
as it did the house and we have no
